Scrap lron from Farms 
Io Help Win War 


An organized effort to collect all 
the scrap metal possible from Cana- 
dian farms to help meet the critical 
war production need for scrap at the 
nation’s foundries and factories is 
announced today. The scrap collec- 
tion campaign will be conducted by 
International Harvester dealers in 
dealers localities and is part of a 
Dominion-wide drive for scrap from 
farms in 3000 communities. 

The drive is a contribution to the 
national salvage campaign, and has 
received. official sanction from the 
Department of National War Servic- 
es. 

The plan calls for the establishment 
by the dealers of scrap collection de- 
pots to which farmers: may bring all 
the scrap metal they can find on their 
farms and from these points the scrap 
will be sent as quickly as possible to 
factories turning out guns, tanks, & 
other war supplies. The scrap will be 
sold through regular salvage channels 
with remittance to each farmer for 
the full amount his scrap brings. 

On practically every farm there 
is a.lot of scrap iron—scrap that is 
badly needed right now. And know- 
ing as we do that no people anywhere 
respond more readily than farmers 
to a cause of this kind, we belieive 
the farmers in our territory are going 
to pitch in and get this scrap into 
town and on its way to the factories,

Many Places Are 
Collecting Blood 


In blood donor clinics stretching 
clear across Canada, thousands of loy 
al Canadians are giving their blood 
ta help save the lives of the men in 
the fighting forces and .civilian vic- 
tims of the blitz, 

Last year 30,000 donations were 
given with many donors giving regu- 
larly every eight weeks. Since that 
time the war has spread and grown 
in intensity. More clinics must be 
opened, and the objective for this 
year is 6,000 donations a week which 
will require 75,00 donors, Connaught 
laboratories in Toronto where the 
whole blood is processed has increas. 
ed its facilities to take care of addi- 
tional donations, The blood gf five 
donors is needed for one average trans 
fusion, so the need ig gteat, A re- 
serve of serum must be built up for 
the hazardous days ahead, . 

One ot the great medical discover- 
les of this war has been the method 
of processing whole blood into dried 
serum, by a freezing and de-water- 
ing process wihch converts the blood 
plasma into a powdered serum which 
can be stored on ships, at the scene 
of battle or in hospitals indefinitely, 

The development of dried serum 
has simplified transfusion, Mixed 
with a little sterilized water this 
powdered blood plasma can be trans 
ferred into the vein of an injured per 
son regardless of blood type. The 
procedure of giving a donation is pain 
less, and a man in average good 
health between the ages of twenty~ 
one and fifty will have practically no 
possiblity of ill effect. 

Blood is being collected in some 
twenty-five cities across the Domin- 
ion. Soldiers, sailors and airmen— 
women and children of the blitz areag 
need this restorative whenever disas 
ter strikes. It takes only a few 
minutes of the donor's time, but it 
means life itself to a gravely wound- 
ed person. 

Part of the $9,000,000 asked by the 
Canadian Red Cross in a nation-wide 
drive opening May llth, will go to 
help finance this great humanitarian 
service,
